explosive,” Dr. La Paz decided, but added that there was no charactoris- 
ticodor of explosives around the crater, nor were there any traces of 
wiring. La Paz also saic! it was definitely not a meteorite crater, a.s 
no meteor fragments were turned up in sifting the crater. Witnesses 
to the explosion described a ‘brilliant red hemisphere of flame’ when 
the explosion vzs heard, but Dr. La Paz stated that meteorites never 
flash on impact. Pic also said the crater was only 16 feet in diameter 
which is fairly small to have created such a strong shock wave unless 
an object from space had smashed into the earth. The lack of meteor¬ 
ite fragments, however, rules out that possibility. We wonder if any¬ 
one has considered the possibility that something blasted off from the 
site of that 16-foot crater.

The duration of the 
sighting, and the color indicated 
that it was indeed a meteor altlho* 
if reports are correct, it was ei¬ 
ther very large or low or both. Com¬ 
paring it's size to that of the 
full moon, many thought it vras a 
'sign' that 'they' were in the a- 
pca and ready to land a giant sau¬ 
cer to give everyone a ride. No 
small Martians showed up,- however. 

AN APRO MEMBERS says that one 
story hold that two fireballs wore 
seen over the convention area. She 
herself described an objdct she saw 
thusly: "Above the mountain ap¬ 
peared something that did not look 
like an airplane nor a saucer as 
described. It hovered there for be¬ 
tween ten and twenty minutes. On 
each side of the tail piece were 
three huge balls of red. Have ne¬ 
ver seen signal lights on a plane 
like that. Too large, all red, and 
all three on each side of the tail*
